ROUND TOP, GETTYSBURG. 


This was a memorable battle of the Civil War, considered by some the turning point of the struggle. The Confederates, numbering 80,000, 
under Lee, were defeated by about an equal number of Union soidiers, led by Meade. The battle occurred July 1-3, 1863. The bloodiest fighting of the 
day, July 2, was between Vincent’s and Hood’s men on Little Round Top. The Federals lost 24,000, the Confederates nearly 30, 000. Many generals 
vere killed on both sides.

PICKETT’S CHARGE UPON CEMETERY RIDGE: 


From the time men first met in deadly strife, no more unflinching courage was ever displayed by the veteran troops of the most martial people than 
Gettysburg witnessed in the determined valor of Pickett’s Virginians. Then and there they made an imperishable name that will sound down the 
centuries. The charge was made July 3, 1863. The enemy were at the top of the ridge entrenched behind breastworks. The Confederates had a mile 
of open ground to traverse, and every step was taken under heavy fire. Their ranks were ploughed through and through, but the gaps closed up and the 
columns never halted. They pushed on over the outer line, fought hand-to-hand at the main line, and even leaped the breastworks. They were repulsed 
by a reinforcement of Federals under General Hancock,
